1  FFERKNT  opinions  about  religion  are,  in  our  prefent  (late, 
^  in  (ome  firt  unavoidable  :  but  of  late  they  have  (b  prodigi- 
oiidy  nutitiplied,  and  run  (b  amazingly  high,  as  muft  certainly  be 
adeoling  to  every  well  dilpofed  chrillian  who  is  defirous  of  holding 
the  jinity  of  the  f pint  in  the  bond  of  peace.  Nor  do  they  yet  feem 
!  I>c  at  a  height.  New  differences  arc  dill  commencing,  new 
l^artics  dill  arifing,  and  new  publications  dill  appearing  in  defence 
their  religious  novelties ;  and  whether  weaknefs  of  mind,  dif- 
JiuOed  pride,  or  difappointed  avarice,  be  the  real  caufe  of  fepara- 
*ion,  an  unfeigned  regard  for  religion,  is  always  pretended  to  be 
*be  only  incitement  to  this  appeal  to  the  candid  and  impartial. 
Nor  indeed,  is  any  party  to  be  blamed  for  making  fuch  an  appeal, 
however  ill-founded  their  grounds  of  feparation  may  be.  On  the 
contrary,  religious  principles  arc  of  fuch  importance,  that,  to  give 
reafons  for  keeping  a  feparate  communion,  is  a  debt  I  think  every 
dldiiKT;  body  of  chridians  owe  t'o  mankind.  Nor  am  I  (mgular  in 
fuch  an  opinion  ;  it  has  been  almbd  univerfally  done  by  them. 
The  two  numerous  bodies  of  feceders.have  laid  before  the  world 
both  their  common  and  peculiar  grounds  of  feceffion  ;  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  indep^’ndcius  have  been  publifhed  ;  ihofc  adopted  by 
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nietlii>di(\s  are  no  fecret;  even  anti-government  tenets,  ihcfe 
unfocial  principles,  the  produeft  of  bigotted  ignorance, 
have  not  wanted  perfons  to  pubrifli  and  avow  them  to  the  world, 
Thefe,  and  feveral  other  fec^s  I  need  not  mention,  have  their  pc* 
cultar  notions,  and  have  appealed  to  the  world  for  the  I'eafunable- 
nefs  of  them.  Of  late  a  new  feet  has  made  its  appearance,!  and 
ihat  without  any  appeal  as  to  the  juftnefs  of  their  principles,  or 
deigning,  fo  far  as  I  can  find,  to  let  the  world  know  what  they 
arc.  If  this  had  only  been  uncommon,  I  would  have  been  filcni ; 
but  I  cannot  help  alfo  complrtiiiing  of  it  as  injnltice,  and  the  more 
lb,  as  I  like  the  title  under  which  it  appears;  and,  was  the  juftnefs 
i»f  it  dcinoiiftrated,  would  immediately  join  it,  and  not  a  few  more, 

1  am  certain,  would  follow  the  fame  courfe.  ' 

The  Prcjifytcry  of  the  Relief  U  a  title  in  wliich  much  is  imjiort- 
rd;  and  if  thofe  who  have  .adopted  it  act  up  to  the  meaning  ^f 
it,  they  no  doubt  deferve  the  higheft  encouragement  and  efteem. 
f>u  the  other  hand,  if  their  preiehfions  to  it  arc  without  any  good 
foirulation,  they  ihemfelves  inuft  allow,  that  he  is  doing  a  fervice 
TO  mankind  who  expofes  the  deceit.  Relief  pre-fiippofes  fbme  de¬ 
gree  ofinifery:  yet  thefe  reverend  gentlemen  have  never  attempt¬ 
ed  to  Ihew,  ih.it  the  people  to  whom  this  relief  is  offered,  either 
>vere,  or  are  fulfering  any  degree  of  inifcry  whatever.  And  the/ 
this  ftiould  be  imagined  too  obvious  to  need  demonftration,  yet 
h.o  v  they  bring  the  necelTary  and  wilhed-ft^r  relief,  we  arc  alfo 
yet  to  learn.  Let  ii.s  inquire  a  little,  however,  into  what  may  be 
their  preteiifion.s  to  fb  unufual  and  alluring  a  title. 

Arc  they  a  relief  from  the  ecclefi.iftical  tyranny  of  the  eftablidi- 
ed  church?  VV  liether  the  adminiltracion  of  the  eftahliihed  church 
be  tyrannical  or  not,  1  (hall  not  prefumc  to  determine.  For  the 
fake  of  argument,  let  it  be  granted  that  it  is;  how  does  this  Pref* 
byiery  rbiieve  us  from  it?  Perhaps  it  may  be  anfwered,  by  freeing 
us  from  the  yoke  of  patronage,  and  reftoring  the  people  their  na¬ 
tural  rights,  in  chuling  their  own  ininift'ers.  But  w'as  this  privi¬ 
lege  wholly  given  up,  till  the  Prcftiyury  of  the  Relief  appeared? 
AV'ere  there  none  of  all  the  diffenting  parlies  who, allowed  their 
people  that  privilege?  On  the  contrary,  has  not  the  refufing  the 
people  their  right  of  elet^Bon,  been  all  along  mentioned  by  the  fc- 
ceders,  as  one  of  the  principal  grounds  of  their  feceflion?  Hovr 
then  come  this  reveiend  Prefbytery  to  fet  therafelves  up  as  a  relief 
from  a  bondage,  from  w'hich  the  very  fame  relief  they  pretend 
to,  was.  provided  by  various  diffenting  parlies  a  number  of  years 
l>efore.the  Prelbytery  of  Relief  was  heard  of?  But  let  us  fuppofe 
that  no  relief  from  the  yoke  of  patronage  (which  has  been  ib  uii- 
"eariedly  exclaimed  againft  from  every  corner  of  the  kingdom), 
had  ever  been  formerly  provided  ;  docs  the  Prefbytery  of. the  Rc»' 
lirf  really  bring  the  wiflieddbr  deliverance?  Does  it  not  ftiH  ,ac» 
j  iiowlcdge  the  imjKifers  of  that  yoke,  the  authors,  or  rather  the 
iuppor.tcTs,  of  that  tyranny?  Do  not  the  incinbci:^  of i;  allow,  and 

even 
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even  juftify  tbeir  people,  in  owning  the  authority  of  thefe  vtry  ly- 
r:jnts  from  whofc  adininiftration  they  have  fled  to  them  for  relief^^ 
Xay, are  they  not  encouraged  to  retfeive  the  inoft  faired  privileges 
from  their  hands?  and  yet  to  their  people  they  are  a  relief  from  them! 
To  relieve  from  tyranny,  and  at  the  lame  time  to  own  the  authority, 
and  fabmit  to  the  laws  of  the  tyrant,  is  a  new  way  of  deliverance 
1  own  myfcif  unacquainted  with.  Had  king  William,  our  late 
tvenerous  deliverer,  on  his  coming  over  to  deliver  this  kingdom 
iVoni  the  tyranny^  under  which  it  then  groaned,  had'he  contented 
himfelf  with  afluniing  the  name  of  a  deliverer,  required  the  re¬ 
venues  of  a  king,  yet  at  the  fame  time  allowed  and  juflifled  the 
people  who  fubmitted  to  him  . in  acknowledging  the  tyrant,  and 
liibinitting  to  his  hws,  would  he  ever  have  deferved  the  glorious 
title  of  Deliverer  of  our  Nation  ?  wordd  not  fuch  an  attempt  have 
made  him  ridiculous  over  all  Europe  ?  yet  is  not  this  fuppofed  de¬ 
liverance  fimilar,  or  nearly  fo,  to  the  relief  now  under  coniidera- 
tio'i  ?

PRINCE  Edwawl,  with  his  bofom  friends,  were  forced  into  a 
cavern,  a  peafint  furnilhhig  them  with  a  little  barley-flour 
mixed  with  water  :  But  their  inquietude  and  grief  were  com¬ 
pleted,  when,  after  having  paflc'd  two  daya  irr  this  fiightful  place, 
no  pci  Ion  came  to  their  fuccour  ;  all  the  environs  were  flridlly 
watchcil  by  the  militia,  and  iheie  three  unhappy  peojfle  had  no^ 
tiling  left  to  fubhft  on.  A  criicl  difordef  weakened  the  Prince  ; 
his  body  was  covered  wiili  ulcerated  fores  ;  This  condition,  anti 
what  he  had  already  futfered,  and  all  that  he  had  to  fear,  Blled 
up  the  ineafure  of  the  extremity  of  the  nioft  horrible  mifefy  that 
human  nature  could  fupport  ;  but  he  was  not' yet  arrived  at  the 
end  of  his  fufTenngs. 

Mifs  Macdonald  fent  at  laft  a  meflenger  to  the  cave,  who  in¬ 
formed  them,  that  a  retreat  on  the  continent  was  impofliblc;  that 
they  mull  again  fly  into  another  little  ifland,  called  Benbecula, 
and  take  refuge  there  in  the  houfe  of'a  poor  gentleman,  which  he 
Would  file w  them  ;  that  Mifs  Macdonald  would  meet  them  there, 
and  con  (bit  upon  what  methods  were  ropft  proper  to  be  taken  for 
their  (afeiy.-^Tbe  fame  boat  which  brought  them  here  tranfport- 
rd  thtni  to  this  ifland,  and,  upon  their  landing,  they  went  imme- 
diiiely  to  this  gentleman’s  houfe,  and  the  lady  embarked  at  fome 
miles  diflance  in  purfuit  of  them  *,  but  no  fooficp  were  they  arrived, 
than  they  learned  that  the  gentleman  with  whom  they  had  hop¬ 
ed  to  find  an  afylum,  had  been  carried  off  in  the  night  time,  with 
all  his-fanitly.  The.Priiice  and  his  friends  once  snore  concealed 
-  themfelves 
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tnemfelves  in  the  ninirs  ;  at  l.ifl ‘O’Neal  ventiiretl  from  hii  con» 
cealment,  anti  found  IVIifs  Macdonald  in  a  little  ctiitage.  bhe 
told  him  that  flie  could  fave  tVie  Prince,  by  dre/Tina;  him  in  tlie 
rh)ihes'or  a  m.iiil  fcrvaiu,  which  (lie  had  brought  with  her  ;  that 
Pie  could  not  undertake  to  conceal  any  more  than  him  ;  a^nd  that  ’ 
stiorc  than  one  pei  (on  would  give  caule  of  (u(picion.  Theft  two 
faithliil  friends  preferred  the  fafely  of  their  Prince  to  their  own 
welfare,  and  parted  with  him  in  tears,  ami  he  followed  Mifs  Mac* 
cionald  in  a  feriaui’s  drefs,  taking  the  name  of  Lctty.  Notwith* 
P.mdiiig  this  difguife,  dangers  Hill  thi'catened  him,  and  he  iied*for 
rt  with  this  lady  to  the  ide  of  Sky.  ^  ^  I* 

'Tiicy  were  in  a  gentleman’s  hoiife  when  it  was  fuddenly  inveft* 
cd  wiili  the  enemv’s  troops;  the  Prince  himfclf  opened  the  door 
to  i\\c  foKiirrs,  and  had  the. good  luck  not  to  be  known  by  them; 
I.4H,  ]>re(ently  after,  ir  was  known  in  the  ifland  that  he  had  been 
ii)  tills  ho'ifc.  It  tliru  became  rereffary  for  him  to  fepaiaie  from 
Itiifs  iMacthinaKl,  aiul  abandon  hiinlelf  to  the  rigour  of  his  defii* 
iiy  Ife  walked  ten  leagues,  Ibllov/rd  only  by  a  (ingle  waterman. 
At  lad,  ])icfled  by  biinger,  and  ready  to  fink,  he  liazardcd  enier- 
ing  into  a  houle,  tiic  mailer  of  which  he  well  knew  to  be  an  eue* 
iny  to  his  party  :  *'•  M  he  foil  of  your  King,”  faid  he,  “  is  come  to 
'  demand  bread  and  clothes  of  you  ;  i  know  yon  are  my  enemy, 

*  hut  I  believe  }ou  have  virtue  enough  not  to  abiife  my  confidence 

*  and  ’my  niisfortiincs.  Take  thefe  iniferahle  garments  I  now 
>  ^vr.^r,  anti  keep  them  ;  one  day  or  other  yon  may  bring  ilhein 

*  to  me  in  ibr  palne  of  the  kings  of  Kngland.”  '^J'he  genileuiaB 
to  \vlioTn  he  addrcfiVd  himfclf  was  affected,  as  might  well  be  cx- 
peotfii  ;  hr  oflVrcd  him  all  the  afidaiire  that  the  poverty  of  this 
cou'iiry  would  admit  of,  and  kept  his  fecret. 

Prom  hence  he  once  more  regained  Scotland,  and  fhewed  bhii* 
fell  to  !)ie  clan  <yf  Alo^rif?,  which  was  affected  to  him;  he  wan^r- 
cd  afterwards  about  Lochaber  and  Badenoch  :  Here  he  was.-ir* 
foruu  d,  that  liis  bene favJl refs,  iMifs  iVlacdonald,  and  ainiofl  all  who 
had  favoiiiccl  him,  we  re  airefled,  and  f'aw  a  lifl  of  all  his  officers, 
w  ho  vvere  condemned  by  contumacy,  which  in  Kngland tisicalled  a 
Aiil  of  (ittiTinfier,  Me  was  ahvays  in  danger 'himfclf,  and  the  only 
ne\*;s  which  be  heard  was  the  imprilbnment  of  his  followers,  foe 
whfun  death  was  preparing.  “  rnn  • 

A  report  now  prevailed  in  France,  that  th«  Prince  was  in^thc 
hinds  of  his  enemies  :  his  agents  at  Verfaillcs,  alarmed,  implored 
the  king  to  permit  his  niinillefs  at  lead  to  write  in  favour  of^tbeir 
iiKider.  'File  iiuinher  of  Knglifli  pri (oners  of  wnn  in  Frantje  in- 
Ijvired  the  oflicers  of  the  Prince  with  hopes,  that  this  would*  ward 
otT  the  venge.*nce  of  the  Knglifli  court’,  and  prevent  that  effufion 
of  blood  which  they  expecfcd  to  he  (bed  ujxin  the*  fcaffold.  The 
inai\jnis  cP>\rcen{on,  at  that  time  minifter,  bretber  to  the  (ccrcta* 
ry  at  war  lor  lorcign  affairs,  addrefleil  hinifelf  to-Mcmf,’  Van  Hoy, 
auihailador  uf  the  United  Provinces,  and  intreated  him'to  become 
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a  mediator  :  Thefe  two  luinillers  agreed  in  a  principle  which  did 
lir.gi  uillK'd  them  iVom  moll  liatcfmcn  ;  they,  made  ulc  of  imeerity 
aiul  hmnanity,  where  otlier<i  employed  Utiic  clfe  but  policy, 

rhe  anihaflador.  Van  Hoy,  wfwtjr  di redly  a  long  letter  to  the 
duke  of  XewcalUe,  then  feeietaty  of  (late,  in  thefc  ternu  :  May 

<  \oa  banilh  this,  pernicious  art,  which  difqord  has  brought  forth 

<  and  lumriihed,  to  excite  mankind  to  a  mntual  dedruefion  of^each 

<  other.  iVliferable  notions  o(' ipulicy^  which  fublUtute  vengeance, 

‘  hati'ed,  jealouly,  aud  avidity,  ip  tliofe  divine  precepts  which 
‘  coiihitute  the  glory  of  kings, 'and, the  welfare  ofuheir  fubjedsP* 

'I'i'.i?  exhortation  feemed,  in  its  fubiiaiicc  and  exprelhons,  to  be 
:<d  i|)tcd  to  other  limes  than  ours  ;  .it  was  Itiled  a  homily  t  Jnilead 
ot*  1  dicnjng  the  king  of  England,  it  provoked  him  1  complain- 
Cii  to  the  datc^'  general  of  the  l>ehayioi]r  of  their  amb^flador,  who 
had  dared  to  fend  him  reinonllrauces  from  a  king;  who  was  his 
enemy,  concerning  his  conduct  cowards  his  rebellious  ifubjeds. 
'i'lie  duke  of  Newcaftle  wrote  that  it  was^an  ui^precedeiired  pro¬ 
ceeding  :  'I'he  date$  llrongly  reprimanded  tbcir.,arobaflador,  or- 
tlei  eil  him  to  make  his  exciifes  to  the  duke  for  bif  iitterineddling; 
and)  ie])air  his  fault,  Van  Uoy,'  convinced  had  not  been 

guilty  of  any,  yet  obeyed,  and  wrote  tOrthe  duke,,,*^  That,  if  he 
‘  had  erred,  it  w^as  the  infeparabJe  lot  of  human  naliwe.^^  He 
have  failed  with  regard  to  the  laws  of  policy,  but -net  to 
lUufe  of  humanity^  The  Engiilh  ipinidry  aiid  she  (lates-general 
ou.iht  to  have  been  feufible  boyv  far  the  king  of  France  was  in  the 
riqlit ;  nay,  even  bound  to  intercede  for  that  unhappy  nation  the 
Scots;  They,  ought  to  have  recollected,  that  wlven  Louis  XI II. 
had  taken  Uocheile,  wbichwas  in  vain  fuccoufod  by  the  naval  ar¬ 
my  of  King  Janies  I.  the  Englifh,. monarch  fent  the  chevalier 
iMoiuaign  to  the  king  of  France,,  to  implore  hi^  mercy  in  behalf 
of  tile  Kochellc  rebels,  »aiid  that  his  iiuercenion^  Were  regarded. 
The  Eiigldh  uiinider  had  not  the  fame  clemency. 

lie  novv,  endeavoured  to  render  Prince  diaries  de/pkable  in  the 
eyes  of  the  people,,  becaufe  he  had  been  terrible::  The  Aandards 
which  were  taken  at  Culioden,  were  publicly  carried  through  t.«on- 
don,  tile  hangussn  bearing  that  belonging  to  the  Prince;  the  others 
were  borne  by  chimneytfwejrpers,  and  the  execniioner  burnt  them 
altogether  at  Charing-crofs :  This  farce  was  the  prelude  of  ihofe 
bhrody  tragedies  which  en fur d« 

Ou  the  »oth  of  AugiiA  1 746,  feventeen  officers  were  cxecutc*d. 
Two  days  after,  three  Scots  peers  were  condemned  to  be  behead, 
cd,  namely,  Balmerino,  Kiitnarnock,  and  Cromarty.  Lady  Cro¬ 
marty,  who  had  already  eight  children^  and  was  big  with  the 
•niiiih,  went  with  her  family,  apd.  prollratcd  herfelf  at  the  king’s 
feet,  imploring  his  mercy  for  l^r  unhappy  lop-d^  yvho,  touched 
with  foiaA'e<ftiug  a  feene,  granted  her  rcquclK  The  two  others 
were  executed.  1 
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The  laft  peer  who  flittered  by  the  hands  of  the  executioner  was 
lord  Lovat,  aman  of  eighty  years  of  age;  this  was  he  who  wa»  the 
lirll  mover  of  the  enterprize.  He  had  laid  the  foundation  of  it 
ever  fiiitc  the  year  1740;  the  chief  malcontents  had  attembled 
privately  at  his  houfe  ;  he  engaged  to  raife  the  clans  when  Prince 
Kdward  embarked  in  1743  >  employed  all  the  chicanery  of  the 
law  to  defend  a  remnant  of  life,  which  he  lott  at  laft  on  the  leaf* 
lold  ;  blit  he  died  with  as  much  greainefs  of  foul,  as  he  had  (hew* 
ed  ilexieiiiy  in  finette  and  art.  He  pronounced  aloud  this  verfe 
of  Horace,  before  he  received  the  fatal  blovv  :  ' 

Duke  et  decorum  ejt  pro  patria  moru 
But  the  mott  ttrange  event,  and  fuch  as  is  ftarcely  to  be  met 
\Aith  out  of  England,  was,  that  a  young  ftudent,  named  Painter, 
devoted  to  the  Jacobite  parly,  and  intoxicated  with  that  fatiati- 
cifin  which  jiroduces  (o  many  extraordinary  things  in  fiery  imagi- 
naii<ms,  requetted  to  futt'er  in  the  place  of  this  old  man.:  He  even 
iiiavle  the  moll  prclTing  intreaties,  but  no  attentioh  was  paid  to 
them.  This  young  man  did  not  perfonally  know  Lovat,  but  he 
knew  that  he  had  been  the  chief  of  the  conl'piracy,  and  he  look* 
ed  upon  him  to  be  a  rcrpe<itable  and  necelfary  man. 

The  government  joined  to' paft  vengeance  future  precautions; 
an  embodied  militia  vvas  kept  up  towards  the  frontiers  of  Scotland': 
'fhe  Scots  lairds  were  deprived  of  their  hereditary  jurifditttiuns, 
which  attached  their  clans  to  them  ;  and  the  chiefs,  who  had. re¬ 
mained  faithful  to  the  government,  were  indeuinittcd  by  penfions, 
and  other  advantages.  ^ 

The  court  of  France,  in  its  folidiude  for  the  fate  of  Prince  Ed- 
M'anl,  had  fent  out  two  fmall  frigates  in  the  mouth  of  June,  which 
happily  arrived  on  the  w’ettern  coatts  of  Scotland,  where  he  bad 
l.nulcil  at  the  begiiiiung  of  ibis  unfortunate  enterprize.  He  was  " 
fought  for  in  vain  in  this  country,  and  in  feveral  neighbouring  Ules 
of  tl  e  coafl  of  l.ochaber.  At  length,  on  the  29ihiOf  September,  • 
the  Prince  arrived,  by  unfrequeuted  roads,  and  through  a  thoufiind 
new  perils,  at  the  place  where  he  was  expeded*  .What  is  afto* 
nilhing,  and  proves  that  all  hearts  were  with  him,  is,*  that  the 
Knglitti  were  not  apprized,  neither  of  the  arrival  of  thefe  vetteli,' 
nor  of  their  ftay,  nor  of  their  departure.  They  brought  the  Prince 
within  fight  of  Brett,  but  they  found  an  Englifh  Beet  oppoBte  to 
that  port.  They  then  flood  out  to  fea  again,  and  returned  afterwards 
upon  the  coafl  of  Briianny,  on  the  fide  of  Alorlaix  ;  bereitWey 
found  another  Englifh  Beet  ;  they  hazarded  patting  through  the 
enemv^s  (hips;  and  at  laft,  after- fo  many  dangers  and  .inisfortanesi 
the  Prince  got  fafe  to  the  Port  of  St  Paul  de  Leon,  on < the  loth 
of  Oclober  1746,  having  with  him  fbme  few  of  his  partifans,  who 
had  efcaped  the  rcfearches  of  the  conquetors;— Thus  ended  an  ad- 
^veiuurc,  which,  in.  the  limes  of  knight-errantry 9  might  have  pre^'^ 
ved  foriunate,  but  could  not  be  expecfled  in  an  age,  w^en  military  | 
difcipline,  artillery,  and,  above  all,  money  in  the'end  decides  eve*  * 
r>*  thing.  •  ‘  ,  '  Singular 
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Singular  Refolution  of  a  married  Lady.* 

My  rtory  is  fliort,  but  uncommon.  Lofing  my  mother  when  I 
was  very  young,  1  was  brought  up  under  ihe  tuition  of.a 
maiden  aunt,  who  inculcated  into  me  the  ftridlcft  precepts  of  vir« 
me  and  morality  ;  and  among  many  other  juli  notions,  I  imbibed 
from  her  a  proper  averlion  for  the  male  part  of  the  creation.  Ne- 
vei  ihelefs,  when  I  came  to  years  of  maturity,  my  father  (who,  in. 
deed,  is  a  very  good  fort  of  a  being  for  a  man)  propofed  to  me  fe. 
v{  ral  matches,  which  I  rejetfted  under  various  pretences,  though 
tlie  true  caufe  was  the  dread  1  had  alvvays  entertained  at  being  fo 
tlofcly  united  with  that  fex. 

At  length  I  fell  in  company  with  Mr  Frankly,  who  by  his  alfi- 
d allies  and  jwlitenefs,  made  me  begin  to  think  that  there  might 
be  fome  men  not  fo  obnoxious  as  the  reft.  He  waited  upon  my 
father,  after  repeated  vifits  in  the  family,  in  order  to  obtain  his 
approbation,  to  propofe  his  hand  in  marriage  to  me.  My  father 
told  Mr  Frankly,  with  the  greateft  finceiity,  **  he  had  no  objec¬ 
tion  to  him  for  a  fon  in  law,  if  he  could  obtain  my  confent.”

"J  AM  a  gentleman  by  nationj  being  !>orn  diu  GJatnorgMifldfe'; 

A  tbonob  inv  family,  like  tlie  great  Buch»oai/5?;  was  rat ad- 
fieni  ibao  lieli.  My  motbcr.nrecl  frequently  toitnentioii  a'tradb 
tioTi  very  current  among:  her  relations, a  that  onehif  her  Ihte’was 
once  very  near  being  m  ule  a  lord,  but  before  his  patent  was  paflied, 
he  was  hanged  horfe-llealing  ;  .whereas,  had  he  got  ic’inf'hfs 
pocket,  lu)  tori  ot  felony  could  have  hurt  him.'  This  happened 
before  the  arrival  of  [nliiis  Ca’far’iu  this  i(}and,‘and  is  freqneiitly 
iiientioiK-d  bv  niv  luother’.s  kiticired  to  this  siav;  to  ihe»  hortod#  of 
our  aiicedor  aforelaid.  She  had  allb  an  nneie  hi  kin*;  Ghkrle«^lbl 
reign,  who  having  great  aiMbUiun,  :>IUrved  honoiiraWy^flliobf^hll 
town  for  fix  or  feven  years  in  hopes  of  preferhienrl^iaivd'at  laft^hy 
his  perfoiial  interetl  with  that  inonsreh.  was  made  an  excilemtfW^ 
hnt  while  he 'war  every  *d.iy  expecfhfig  a  Ictieei'/mAiihls  tiitijelly^  . 
and  a  call  to  the  council-table,  he  died  of  fiAfcit; and 
biaiidy  at  an  alc-hoolr  in  Manmoilrh,  to  the  great ‘grief  dnd'lofs* 
of  the  family,  who  wiihthhn  loU  all  their  bppeir.’'*  -My  motber;’ 

^  '  who 
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who  loves  her  kinsfolk,  takes  no  fmall  delight  in  telling  us  o^her 
elder  brother's  good  fortune  ;  David  Morgan,  who,  after  being  a 
foot  foldier  tlurty  years,  had  didinguifhed  himfelf  fo  eminently,  in 
the  fervice,  .the  t'other  day  he  was  adlually  preferred  to  a  halbert, 
not  without  the  afpiring  hopes  of  a  pair  of  colours  foine  time  or 
ocher  before  he  dies,  to  the  honour  of  his  family;  and  the  advao- 
i.ige  of  his  wife  and  fix  children,  for  whom  he*  has  not  hitherto 
in^de  any  confiderable  provifliai. 

Aly  father  moreover  boalls  the  antiquity  of  his  boufe,  and  the 
eminent  men  it  has  produced*  He  fays  his  grandfather's  great 
grandfather  was  a  .  wealthy  gentleman;  he  could  count  twenty 
cow  s,  fifty  head  of  flieep,  and  feveral  goats,  and  call  them  all  his 
own.  It  was  once  reported,  that,  he  was  to  have  been  a  Welfh 
juliice  of  the  |>eace,  but  his  bard*hearted  landlord  came  and  fvvept 
aw.iy  all  he  had  for  an  ears. of  rent,  and  utterly  fpoiled  his  fquire- 
lhi|>.  After  this,  the  dignity  of  bis  family,  and  the  greatncfs  of 
his  foul,  not  permitting  him  to  foil  his  blood  with  any  trade,  he 
built  him  a  hovel  on  the  fide  of  a  ditch  by  the  highway,  and 
hanoiitg  out  his  befom*,  fold  ale  and  tobacco  ;  in  whiih  flation  he 
lived  ill  great  repute  to  his  dying  day.  He  had  another  anceiior, 
w  ho  was  famous  for  breaking  of  colts,  which  being  no  handicraft 
ill  law,  could  not  fully  the  honour  of  his  name  or  pofterity.  But 
once  riding  avvay  with  a  young  handfume  horfe,  and  not  returning 
io  fov>n  as  he  fhould  have  done,  be  was  fetched  back  by  force,  and 
lodged  ill  the  couuty^goal  among  other  mean»born  thieves,  which 
he  lefeuted  highly  ;  and  though  at  the  affixes  be  flood  greatly  u« 
poll  his  honour,  and  enumerated  his  famous  anceflors-to  the  court, 
yei  the  judge  and  jury  did  not  ufe  him  at  all  like  a  gentleman, 
hut  made  him  fuder  the  law  like  any  bafe-born  felon.  He  died 
bravely,  and  left  behind  him,  at  the  gallows,  excellent  advice  to 
his  family,  ftriiftly  ordering  that  none  of  his  children  fhould  be  put 
'prentices  ;  which  tdying  vvoids  of  his  were  pioufly  and  faithfully 
obeyed  ;  for  they  dutifully  flarved  three  parts  of  the  year,  and 
the  other  part  they  drolled  about  England  for  harvefl-wotk.  A 
third  relation  of  his,  whofe  memory  he  honours  highly,  kept  an 
alc'houfe  near  St  David's,  in  a  parifh  of  which  he  was  parfon.  No 
man  in  that  country  fold  better  ale,  preached  better  fermons, 'Or 
played  a  jig  .better  than  this  our  reverend  kinfman  >  whofe  name 
and  reputation  are  dill  dear  to  ut. 

I'hus  much  of  my  family.  Now  for  myfelf.  My  mother  ha« 
ving  uuiTed  a  child  for  a  gentlewoman  in  the  neighbourhood,  the 
child  being  aboui*my  own  age,  took  a  great  liking  to  me  ;  aud  io  « 
when  he  was  taken  home  to  his  father's,  I  was  taken  home  with 
him,  and  there  learned  to  read  and  write  ;  an  accompHiliment  uii« 
known  in  our  family  in  the  memory  of  mao,  except  in  the  iudance 
of  the  parfon^  i  alfo  learned  Latini  Gre<^,  and  French,  of  all 
which  languages,^  even  our  fatd  oeafiil  was  utterly  ignorant,  tbo' 
be  was  reckoned  a  jiidkioiis  expiiJner  of  h^rd  tdtts, 
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The  gentleman’s  fte^vartl,  who  was  an  eminent  attorney  in  tht 
neighbourhood,  would  now’ have  gladly  taken  me  foi*.  a  derk,  and 
the  gentleman  himfclf  would  have  given  him  a  ilim* of  money 
with  me.  But  my  indulgent  parents,  hearing  of  fhe  great  dilho* 
nour  intended  to  il^eir  family,  by  binding  their  foti  ill ^ind entires, 
t  ame  in  great' wrath,  and  fetched  me  away  ;  telling  m^,  That 
it  would  have  been  better  for  me, ‘and  more  for  myijonour,  never 
to  have  learned  a  letter,  and  remained  in  the  laudable  and  here¬ 
ditary  ignorance  of  my  family,  than'to  he  bound  to  any  man  Kvlng; 
that  I  might  do  any  thing  rife,  with  all  their  hearts  *  that  f 
might  keep  goats,  or  help  to  drive  cattle  over’ the  Severn,  or  go 
over  into  England  a-mowing  grafs,  or  cutting  down  corn,'  with 
other  Wcllli  griulemcn,  my  kinfmen  and  neighbours  ;  but  to  go 
’prentice  I” — Hrrc  my  mother  cried’  bitterly,  and  tore"  her  hair  ; 
hi!t  my  father  bid  her  comfort  herfclf,  for,  fplutter  nails !  hur  fon 
iheiXid  never  co  ’prentice,  he  Ihould  peg  hur  pread  furft.  This  pa- 
chird  tnv'  mother,  and  made  her  heart  eafy. 

I  lived  mifcrably  at  home  fur  about  a  fortnight;  fbniciimes  fifh- 
ing  for  ticlo^tls,  and  fonietimes  gathering  heath  for  fuel  ;  at  laft/ 
heaven  be  prail’ed  !  I  w’ls  relieved,  and  yet  the  honour  of  my  fa- 
mil  V  faved.  My  young  mafVer  was  going  to  the  univerliiy,  and 
God  infpirrd  his  father  to  lend  me  along  with  him.  1  went  thli 
ther  full  of  the  church  and  the  martyr,  and  of  the  importance, 
learning,  anti  lam5lirv  of  Oxford.  In  confequence  of  thele  pre- 
poncfliiMis,  I  came  freely  and  blindly  into  all  their  notions.  1  did 
as  the  red  did,  and  drank  down  vad  quantities  of  ale  and  'fedi- 
lion. 

I  lived  in  this  manner  for  two  years,  when,  happening  to  read' 
Torkc  upon  Human  Ihulerdanding,  and  upon  Government,  svltli 
bis  l^etters  concerning  Toleration  ;  the  Itrong  reafon,  and  invin¬ 
cible  truth,  which  run  through  thefe  books,  made  fuch  a  drah|ge 
and  fudden  impreifion  upon  me,  that  I  grew,  all’of  a  fudden,Mb-* 
her  and  ihidions,  which  rendered  me  prefently  fufpecled  to  the 
univerliry  of  ill  principles.— -The  firll  opportunity  was  therefore 
taken  to  cxfyel  me  ;  which  I  foon  gave  them,  by  drinking  kitt^ 
(Jeorge’s  health  to  one  of  the  fellow's  of  St  John’s  College.  '  • 

ll.ivii^g,  by  my  loyalty,  fobricty,  and  pernicious  reafon,  'thus 
ftandnlized  the  univerliiy,*  and  merited  expulfion  fromnhence>  1 
w  as  hard  put  to  it  how'  to  difpofe  of  myfelf ;  I  had  not  enough' of 
any  popular  fcience  to  live  by  it  ;  and  I  was  fb  well  qualilied*  for 
holy  orders,  that  I  defpaircd  of  ever  obtaining  them  ;  for  tn^' 
friend,  the  fquire’s  elded  fon,  took  pan  with  the  college  againft 
ire,  and  continued  true  to  Oxford,  and  Oxford-ale,  which  was 
the  dndy  he  delighted  in,  and  was  encouraged*  ill  being  tanght, 
that  learning  fignihes  nothing  to  him  who  is  only  to"  be  a  knight 
of  the  (hire,  and  a  ntember  of  parliament.  .  '  . 

In  this  perplexity' and  draittiefs  of  my  affairs,  I  ftraggled'trp  to 
town,  thinking  it  every  whit  as  Comfortable  to  darve  in  London' 

like 
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llkr  a  fcholar,  as  h\  my  own  countcy  like  ’  a  gentleman  ;  though^ 
perhaps,  it  may  not  appear  quite  iu  honourable  to  the  UgU  fpiiiu

When  1  arrived  at  ray  imi,  I  fa\y  a  thin  pale  .fpe^re  of  .a  raai\ 
walking  in  the  yard,  as  if  he  wanted  ibauc thing,  and  yet  had 
thing  to  do.  Being  curious  to  knqw.^ who  this  human  phaiUoni 
might  be,  1  was  told  he  was  a  booktUer  in  Pater-nofter^row,  who, 
every  day  that  the  coach  or  waggon  ^an^e  in,  hawked  .at  tlie  inu 
for  Oxford  fchoUrs,  as  fiihmongcrs  do  at  Billingfgate  fur  a  Adao* 
karel-boat.  ...  -  ,  .  ?  . 

Before  my  informer  had  done  fpeaking,  the  living  ghod  .eJapped 
his  glafs  to  his  eye,  and,'  drawing  up  tl\e  dry  (kin  of  his  face  into 
a  hideous  form,  fell  a-kenning  me  for  (ome  time,  and  then  afTured 
me,  that,  having  a  particular  vene, ration  for  the  univerfity,  he  was 
proud  of  being  acquainted  with  every  geutiemaii  that  came  front 
ilicncc.  1  told  him  1  did.  Sir,  ,fays  he,  I  honour  that  Learned 
body.  Tilert^s  the  feat  of  the  miifcs  I  there’s  the  fountain  of 
learning  I  Sir,  I  honour  the  onivcrlity.

Sir,  at 
all  amazed  at  it  !  jud  fo  file  ferves  every  ingenious, ina a  1  Sir,  I 
honcmr  you  for  your  inis/ortune-— pray,  dear  Sir,  let  me  welcome 
you  to  town  with  a  glafs  of  wine.  .  » 

I  wondered  at  the  afpedt  and  behaviour  of  the  man ;  but  fub< 
niitted,  like  a  well  bred  per  Ion,  to  bis  conrtely.  While  wc  were 
over  our  liquor,  he  railed  at  the  univerfity  with  great  fluency  and 
bitternefs  of  words,  out  of  pure  zeal  to  me,  for  whom  his  kindnefii 
increa fed  every  moment  ;  he  prelently  knew  me  better  than  I, did 
inyfelf,  and  made  it  plain  to  me,  that  1  had  a  fine  genius,  and  a

Here,  traiifpofied  a.s  1  was,  1  lugged  out  a  pocket  full  of  lucubrar 
tioiis,  and  preLented  them  with  a  thankful  heart,  and  a  genteel 
univerfity  ferape,  to  my  kind  friend. ‘  ,  - 

Next  lime  1  Law  him,  my  lord  had  peruled  ray  poems  with  in* 
fiifiie  delight ;  and  begged,  of  all  things  in  the  world,  they  might 
bj  printed.  At  Uiefie  words,  1  Was  afraid  my  heai^t  wou)d  have 
have  iki))ped  out  of  its  fkin  :  I  already  felt  mylelf  i^^ling  about  jii 
my  ch  ariot.  With  uiy  mull  humble  duty  to  hif(  lordfl)^,  I  con- 
fenied,  and  iuilantly  was  in  pi,itu.  JVIy  loving  frUrnd  udvhcd  mo 
,  *  to 


to  defer  my*  vifit  to  hit  lordfliip,  till  I  cooW  prrfent  him'^with 
of  my  books.  Here  again  I  was  all  fubmiffiem/l  niif{  oi  Uitr.  * 

'  The  book  eamc  out,  but  ftill  my  lord  was  iiokprtrjoiit  ofit4wn; 
or  to  be  married,  and  1  was  to  wait  upon, hir  lordfhip  hekt  Week,

iwd  land  to  make' one  profelyte,  md  thereby  make  Hm  two-fold  mord 
the  child  of  hell  than  thetnfelvesl  r  Thefe  gentlemen  ^rofefs  imd 
propagate  dot^trinea,  which  are  not  only  inconiUlent  with  ieripture^ 
reafon,  and  common  fenfe,  ibut^which  are  more  abrisrd  mi  them)» 
lelves,  more  injurious  to  the  peace  and  Iiappinefa  ofanankind^^and 
more  impious  and  abominable  in  the  light  of  God,  than*  any  doc^ 
trine  or  legend  of  the  church  of  Rome,  or,  perhaps,<^;aiiy  (bciety 
upon  earth.

D - “  Sir/'  replied  the  unhappy  Harris,  he  tammt  ’prove 

that  note  agaitid  me;  he  has  no  witn^es.^^  **  Atesi  Mr  Harris/' 
rejoined  Mr  ‘‘  proofs  and  witnefles  ought*  now  td  be  alro- 

gether  out  of  the  queftiou :  you  are  foon  to  appear  at  a  bar  wliere 
vour  own  confciencc  will  be  more  than  fulficient  evidence  an;ainlb 
you  :  and  if  you  are  convinced  of  that  fraud,  as  you  feriajiily  are,

Our  author  begins  with  eflahlilliing  this  truth,  namely,.. that  it 
is  highly  improper  the  power  alFumcd  by  creditors  to  imju’ifon 
their  debtors  at  will,  Hiould  remain  any  longer  in  lluir  handfa 
for  the  exertion  of  that  power  is  an  excefhve  cruelty;  an  unjull 
act;  an  ineffectual  ineafbrc;  a  praeftire  detrimental  to  the  (late;-

tlier  arguinriits,  ore  adduced:

fine  liini.  I  would  have  tbcin  attenlively  examine  the  cell  where¬ 
in  he  inuft  feek  Hielter  againlt  the  inclemencies  of  the  feafbns;

fiie  him  :  where,  in  fnnimer,  veniiin,  filth,  flench,  and  a  corrupted 
air  will  contaminfate  his  blood  and  breath.

fond  he  is  to  fubfift  by.  I  would  have  them  cxacilly  calculate 
whether  the  pitiful  allowance  the  law  provides  for  him  is  fufficient 
for  his  iieceliities,  and  adequate  to  his  unavoidable  expenccs.  1 
would  have  them  acctiratciy  look  into  the  many  inipofitions  and 
c:;toi lions  he  will  be  fubjetfted  to,  and  fiirced  to  put  up  with,  from 
his  avaricious  and  unfeeling  keepers.  I  would  have  them  minute- 
Iv  obferve  what  company  he  will  be  obliged'  to  keep,  whether  Jie 
hkes  it  or  not;  and,  what  a  torment  it  inufl  he  to  a  mind,  fobcrly 
and  rationally  inclined,  to  afibciate  with  the  mbft  abandoned 
wretches.  I  W'ould  have  .them  ferioufly  confider/wheiher  it  it 
polliblc  for  human  virtue  to  wiihfland  the  contagion  of  example, 
ill  fo  difeouraging  and  fo  enervating  a  (ituation. 

After  taking  a  complete  view  of  the  piifon,  of  its  inhabitants 
and  their  manners,*  of  the  rate  of  the  njCcefTaries  of  life,  of  the 
(>])prc(five  taxes  extorted  by  the  keepers;  I  would  have  the  cre-^ 
ditor  ftep  to  his  debtor’s  retreat,  and  there  view  his  family,  and 
nflecl  what  will  become  of  a,  perhaps,  lickly  wife,  of  young  hclp- 
lefs  infants,  of  an  infirm  aged  parent,*  W’hofe  fubfiUence  and.fup- 
pt  rc  depend  intirely  bn  the  labour  of  the  man  he  is  going  to  fnatch 
a  wav  from  them. 

“  If,  after  that  view,  if,  after  thofe  cohfideratiohs,  the  creditor 
flill  pcrilds  in  his  defign  to  punifh  thus  his  debtor  for  the  impofli- 
l/ility  he  lies  under  to' pay  him,  that  creditor  mud  certainly  be 
deemed  the  moil  cruel  wretch  in  the  univerfe,  and  inufl  he  con- 
lidered  by  the  legillaturc.  as  a  peft  in  fociety. 

“  Refides,  it  mull  be  obferved,  that  able,,  but  unwilling  debtorr, 
are  feldom  thus  piinifhec!  with  loathfbme  imprifonment.  If  a  man 
is  only  refra^dory,  and  out  of  bad  principles  refufes  or  delays  the 
ptyinent  of  his  debts,  his  creditors  will  obtain  judgment  againft 
him,  and  by  execution  will  feize  his  effetfls  if  they  are  not  our  of 
teach.  But’ when  the  debtor  has  nothing  in  the  wwld,  then  both 
his  liberty,  and  the  means  of  fubfillcnce,  mufl  be  taken  from  hiuj- 
It  would  be  iels  cruel  to  him,  when  thus  taken  away  from  bis  fa- 
tnily,  to  be  led  to  the'mofl  excruciating  death;  his  life  fuon finking, 
under  ihe  extreme  pain,  would  end,  and  wdth  it,  his  miferies ;  he  , 
Would  be  at  refl,  and  would  not  reckoh  il  a  hardfliip,  ^nce  death' 
Was  his  fate  from  his’ birth,  and  a^cruel  deatb^  in  human  nature, 
the  lot  of  many.  Y^t,  no  legiflator  has  thought  it  a  crime  dc- 
1‘erving  of  dcath^  to  be  involved  in^  debtV  beybnd.  the  faculty  of

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difchaf-ging^them.  Why  thrn  is  a  puni/htherit^wotfe^^tbati  d«tt& 
itfclf  inflicftcd  ?  And  not  only  inflicted  by^tW^  iaW,**  bat 'left*  at 
the  d  I  fere  lion '  of  the  creditor  i6  inflict  asf  ^prom^ed 

thereto  by  rancour  and  fpitc. 

*  ,  ^^SifCoz/u/y,  linprifonmentfor  debt,  as  daily  and  legally 'pra^ifed, 
is  not  only  cruel,  but  aHb*unjufl;;  both  as  a  portiihttie<ht> inflicted 
by  the  Idw,  and  as 'a  fatisfad^un  granted  to  the  ctcditor,^  *wher!- 
ever  he  requires  it.  '  r  •  v  nici  <'iL->q(j- 

‘^4s  a  legal  piinifhmentjit  (hould  be  adequate' to  the ^ crime;  and 
none  fliould  fulFer  'it  but  fuch  as  arc  found  upoii‘ legal  ^  trial  gtiiHy 
of  a  crime*.  . .  *• -i  )ui>»v3oni! 

*^l'hc  greatefl  crime  a  man  could  poflibly  be  coiivifted  of,  as  a 
debtor,  isthat  of  having  defrauded  his  creditor  of  a  fum  of  money 
under  falfc  pretences.  In  cafe,  therefore,  of  a  in anilelb  fraud, 
what  punilhineni  would  be  inflic'ted  upon  him  by  the  law,  Was  he  to 
be  criminally  profrcuied  ?  He  would  be  coiidenined  to*tranfy6rta*
